Dale, president of the South- 
ern LUllinois District Council of 
the AFL Hod Carriers & Build- 
ing Laborers’ Union and Repub- 
lican political figure, surren- 
dered at East St. Louis and was 
released on $30,000 bond. 

Bateman, business agent of a 
Murphysboro (III.) local of the 
AFL Plumbers and Pipefitters’ 
Union, was taken into custody 
by a deputy marshal at Murphys- 
boro. He was taken to Benton, 
III., for arraignment before a 
United States commissioner.

The first exchanges of views at Geneva are 
not encouraging, either on Korea or on Indo- 
china. As to Korea, the Communists are ap- 
parently sponsoring the same plan of unifica- 
tion which ‘has been rejected many times as 
stacking the cards in favor of the North Korean 


side. As to Indochina, French efforts to obtain 


an early start on truce talks have struck a snag 
in the question of who shall take part. 

President Eisenhower has repeated his assur- 
ance that there will be no American participa- 
tion in an Indochina war without action by Con- 
gress. The real question, however, is whether 
action is taken by the Executive which makes 
such participation necessary. It is whether a 
united effort for a truce is to be made at Geneva. 

The French have Bao Dai and the Vietnamese 
leaders to contend with, just as the United 
States in arranging the Korean truce talks had 
Syngman Rhee at its elbow. Bao Dai does not 
want any truce talks to include representatives 
of the Vietminh, and the French are monientari- 
ly backing that viewpoint. Naturally enough, the 
Communists object, just as the French would 
object if it were proposed to talk truce without 
representation of Bao Dai. 

It should be clear that the solution to this 
first impasse, if there is to be one, will have 
to embrace a decision that representatives of 
both sides actually engaged in the Indochina 
fighting must take part in any talks about a 
cease-fire. 
n 9 . 

It would have been foolish to exclude the 
North Koreans from the truce talks at Pan- 
munjom, and it seems equally unrealistic to ex- 
pect that Ho Chi Minh can be excluded in 
Indochina, Indeed, if a truce is to be enforce- 
able it ought to be agreed to by all parties 
engaged in the struggle—so that all will share 
the responsibility of keeping the pact. 

As each day passes, the need for a strong 
effort to bring about a cease-fire becomes more 
apparent. The British obviously want such an 
effort, as do the French. India’s attitude has 
warned in the plainest terms that great seg- 
ments of Asian opinion will be affronted unless 
there is such an effort. The Australians and the 
New Zealanders apparently favor it. If the 
United States stands out against this policy, it 
may find itself standing alone. . 

In these circumstances, any, “united action” 
which was organized as an alternative to a 
cease-fire would have questionable value. As 
the Post-Dispatch’s military analyst says, the 
“united action” of unwilling allies would proba- 
bly mean no more than the allies’ consenting to 
American military intervention. And such a uni- 
lateral carrying of the burden is something 
which this country ought to hesitate a long 
time before committing itself to. 

Of the four Chiefs of Staff, apparently only 
one is positively in favor of American entry into 
the war. The Navy, the Air Force and the Army 
all want to go slow. Admiral Radford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs, says he disagrees with his 
colleagues and that he knows more about Asia 
than the others. 

This is what Gen. MacArthur used to say. But 
does Admiral Radford know more about Asia 
than the British, the French and a great many 
Asians as well? Where military opinion is so 
divided the responsible civilians ought to move 
most cautiously.

The casé for military intervention rests on 
the “domino” argument—that French loss of 
Indochina would inevitably mean the Commu- 
nist conquest of all Southeast Asia. Usually 
this thesis is stated but not proved. It is about 
time that those who state it should prove it, 
if they can. 

Meanwhile the case against military inter- 
vention grows stronger all the time. Desirable 
as it is to prevent a victory by Ho Chi Minh, the 
means by which that is done are of crucial im- 
portance. To accomplish it by direct American 
military intervention might well cost us more 
in the total world struggle than it would gain. 

As these considerations are pondered in Wash- 
ington and Geneva, surely one conclusion must 
emerge—that the United States interest and the 
interest of world peace call for a truce in Indo- 
china if one can be had. That is the end to which 
all energies should now be directed.

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TVA Chairmanship Goes Begging 

It is a strange irony that the TVA chairman- 
ship is going begging among those who are be- 
ing considered for it, while a good man who 
seeks to devote his life to that service is not 
even being considered. 

President Eisenhower offered the post to 
Ancher Nelsen, who said he would rather remain 
REA administrator. Harry C. Carbaugh, of Chat- 
tanooga, wanted the appointment if he could 
make it a temporary second-fiddle to his egg 
and poultry business, but was not interested in 
it as a full-time job. 

Now the Rresident is reported prepared to 
offer the chairmanship to Maj. Gen. Garrison 
Holt Davidson, former head football coach at 
West Point. Gen. Davidson has recently been 
assigned as commandant of the Command and 
General Staff School at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 
He is quoted as preferring to go ahead with 
that assignment and as considering that taking 
the TVA chairmanship would be a “sacrifice.”

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Real Police for the County 
The proposal to replace the obsolete sheriff 
system with a new county police force ought to 
appeal thoroughly to St. Louls county. 
This proposition comes from the Citizens’ 


Commission on Law Enforcement, a group of. 
leading citizens with Arthur B. Shepley Jr. a6 


chairman. County residents will easily remem- 
ber the background of this p. 


The commission was created by the County 


Council in July, just after the gory fiesta of 
Sheriff Mosley's staff party. That affair blew the 
lid off the mess of county law enforcement. 
Sheriff Mosley still faces an ouster suit. 

So when the Citizens’ Commission proposes 
substituting a real police force for the sheriff 
system, county residents can welcome the idea, 
The sheriff system was devised for — coun- 
ties ahd St. Louis county has long since ceased 
to be rural. 5 

What the growing drban county needs now 
is a professional police force, well trained, pro- 
tected by civil dervice and directed clearly apart 
from polities. That is exactly what the Citizens’ 
Commission proposes. 

It proposes a professional police, trained in 
co-operation with the excel'ent St. Louis Police 
Department and using the city’s central lab- 
oratory and records systems. The sheriff's office 
would be retained only for civil duties. 

It proposes a professional superintendent of 
police instead of a politically-elected sheriff. The 


‘superintendent would be appointed by a bi- 


partisan police board named by the county super- 
visor with the County Council's approval. 

It proposes that the county police serve all 
unincorporated areas and contract for service 
with municipalities. While a few county cities 
have good police departments, many of the 94 
municipalities do not. Use of the county police 
should prove efficient and economical to them! 

The Citizens’ Commission believes that profes- 
sional county police would win friends and gain 
influence as they proved their ability. The sys- 
tem deserves the test. 


Perhaps the ideal solution for local law en- 


forcement would have been a city-county police 
system, prepared by a metropolitan board of 
freeholders. The commission admitted that. But 
it concluded that too many county areas would 
vote against such a project. 

The commission also found that a county 
police system mandatory for incorporated and 
unincorporated areas alike would also arouse 
strong opposition and require involved legal 
procedures. The fourth alternative was to im- 
prove the sheriff’s office which would be similar 
to improving a Model T for today’s traffic. No- 
body wanted any part of that idea. - 

If the County Council approves the Citizens’ 
Commission plan, county voters will be asked to 
vote on a charter amendment. The choice will 
be between an efficient police and the sheriff's 
system. The outcome should not be in doubt. 
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Three Strikes Should Be Out 
Three strikes egainst the City of St. Louis 
two just called and one already in effect 
represent an impossible approach to the wage 


Erievances of city employes. 


The strikes were called for diametrically oppo- 
site reasons. The electricians walked out 
Wednesday in protest against delay in enact- 
ment of the Civil Service Commission's new pay 
plan. Now the machinists and the municipal 
employes’ union have called strikes in protest 
against the ‘plan itself, contending it is not an 
accurate pay scale. 

So the unions disagree on the merits of the 
plan. They are, in effect, calling strikes against 
each other as well as the city. 

This is a ridiculous way to obtain fair wage 
scales in public employment. When the em- 
ployes cannot even agree among themselves on 
suitable pay standards, how can they expect to 
pressure the city into action. What action? In 
favor of which set of employes? 

Wage standards in any case must be estab- 
lished through the regular channels of govern- 
ment—through the Civil Service Commission 
and the Board of Aldermen. They cannot be 
settled by haphazard strikes. 

The strike calls should be withdyawn. The 
city employes and their unions can put their 
cases before the Board of Aldermen.

Veteran Republican Congressman warns Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration against American involvement in Indochina while native 
peoples have no assurance of independence; says such interven- 
tion would defy our principles, aid Communist cause in Asia. 


Remarks by Representative Usher L. Burdick of North Dakota, 
é .

Mr. Speaker, while we sHould not 
have interfered in the Korean war with- 
out a declaration of war by Co , 
there was some semblance of justice in 
our move. We sought to protect the 
people of South Korea who had strug- 
led for freedom and were threatened 
with loss of whatever they had won 
in this battle for freedom. 

In the Indochina situation, however, 
there is no justification, legal or moral, 
for entering that contest. 

To enter a conflict where the people 
are struggling for independence from 
a colonial system 
that has kept them 
from gaining inde- 
pendence and liber- 
ty, and which has 
held their natural 
resources open for 
colonial  exploita- 
tion, is no part of 
our business. 

Does anyone con- 
tend that the peo- 
ple of Indochina 
have not the right 
to gain their inde- 
pendence? Suppose 
that doctrine had 
been directed

against us in the uprising against the 


British in 1776. What would we have 
thought if some great power 
stepped in against us? What would we 
have thought if by the influence of such 
a power we had lost the War for Inde- 
pendence? .- 

I have been led to believe that all our 
intervention and embroilment in foreign 
countries was being done in the interest 
of the free world. Will we be contribut- 
ing to a free world if we sénd our troops 
to Indochina to fight against those who 
are there struggling for freedom? 

Our intervention in the Indochina war 
is just what the Communists want. It 
will be a demonstration that the, United 
States, while proclaiming that our ef- 
forts are being directed to aid a free 
world, as a matter of fact.is doing just 
the opposite—fighting against the peo- 
ple who are struggling for liberty. 

This gives the Communist world an 
Opportunity to prove just what they 


have been saying right along—that the 
United States is an imperialistic govern- 
ment, and not much concerned with 
liberty. 
It wa have the power to interfere in a 
country where the inhabitants are strug- 
pins against a colonial dictatorship, we 
ave the power to speak up and tell the 
Government of France to give liberty to 
the people of Indochina and get out of 
that country and stay out. Roosevelt 
took this same course against the Brit- 
ish Empire when India gained her free- 
dom, and are we less virile today than 
we were, in Roosevelt's day? 

Are we still ru a government 
based on life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness, or have we deserted our 
great principles and gone over to the 
imperialists of the e 


If the colonial empires with their 
heads in Europe would get out of for- 
éign nations and let the people there 
determine their own government, peace 
in this world might be brought about. 
What right did England have to per- 
petuate her colonial empire in India 
and exploit the natural resources of that 
great country? What right has France 
to a her colonial empire in 
Indochina? e answer is—no right, 
except the power to do it. 

We seem so scared that Communism 
will spread. Well, it certainly will if 
we try to bolster up decaying colonial 
empires. In justice to the loyal Ameri- 
can people who believe in their insti- 
tutions and traditions of freedom, this 
Government ought to direct the power 
of this great nation the forces 
denying freedom, and in support of the 
cause of freedom that has in 160 years 
made this the strongest government on 
earth. 

We should associate with no govern- 
ment that denies freedom to its own 
people; we should associate with no 
government that insists on maintaining 
a colonial empire, where the people, by 
reason of force, are denied the same 
great principles that are the cornerstone 
of our own development—life, liberty 
and the happineis of the ple. 

I say to the Administration, “Go slow 
on any inclination to enter the Indo-

Victims of epilepsy suffer from more 
than a disease. Their affliction itself 


inspires horror rather than ;

medical treatment is available to them. 
But their problems of personal 
ment—intellectual, emotional, and : 
itual— are more difficult still, as 

giad Evans makes vividly clear in this 
unusual account of her own experiences 
as an epileptic. 

As a writer (Miss Evans is a lyric 
poet of some note in England) she 
probably pays more attention to the in- 
ner aspects of her illness than would 
others less expert in self-observation. 
Nonetheless, her descriptions of the per- 
sonal consequences of interru con- 
ciousness and of the epileptic’s eerie 
awareness of blacked-out following 
a seizure allow the reader to penetrate 
a little distance into a totally different 
and frightening world. Miss Evans finds 
her own comfort in a kind of private 
pastoral mysticism, based on a compili- 
cated “vision” of God, nature, and self 
as one fusing whole.

The youngsters, like their 
American counterparts, are gen- 
erally primitive in their ability, 
but older foreign children tend 
to be more precise and rigid in 
their style than those in the 
same age group -here. 

Outstanding Foreign Entry. 

One of the outstanding foreign 
entries is a graphic rural scene 
done by a 14-year-old Greek 
peasant boy who has never taken 
an art lesson and has never 
even visited an art exhibit or 
museum. 

Reference to war is markedly 
absent from any of the Korean 
paintings, except one picture 
shows children peacefully flying 
kites with what are apparently 
warplanes incongruously flying 
among the kites. 

Other countries represented 
are France, Italy, Norway, Swe- 
den, Finland, Germany, Ireland, 
Lebanon, Yugoslavia, Chile, 
Equador, Pakistan.and Austria, 
an “Iron Curtain” country en- 
tering the bazaar for the first 
time this year.

The addition of Close Out to 
the possible field came last night 
as a surprise. The colt, owned 
by Pollard and Harkins, had 
finished fourth in Tuesday's 
Derby Trial and Trainer Henry | 
Forrest had indicated Close Out 
was “out” of the Derby. But 
Forrest changed his mind last 
night when he heard the weather 
forecast and said that his colt 
would run if the track is muddy. 

Thus, a Derby field of 18 is 
indicated for a muddy track, but 
only 17 for a fast track.

NEW YORK, April 29 (UP)— 
Tommy (hurricane) Jackson, who 
got a boxing lesson from Jimmy 
Slade Monday, received a double 
wallop yesterday when he was 
suspended for 30 days by the 
New York State athletic com- 


mission and dropped to fifth in 
the latest Ring magazine heavy- 
weight ratings. 


Jackson, a 22-year-old “wind- 
mill” puncher from Rockaway 
Beach, N.Y., had vaulted to third 
in the rankings with sensational 
upset triumphs over Rex Layne, 
Clarence Henry and Dan Buc- 
ceroni in recent months. But 
he looked like a rank amateur 
while dropping a 10-round de- 
cision to the clever Slade of 
New York at Brooklyn’s eastern 
parkway arena, 

An arm injury apparently re- 
ceived in that fight brought him 
a 30-day suspension for “phys- 
ical reasons” and his comments 
affer the match earned him a 
reprimand from Commission 
Chairman Robert K. Christen- 
berry. 

Swelling on Forearm. 

Three physicians found a 
swelling of Jackson’s right fore- 
arm, caused by a blood elot. 
The doctors—Mal Stevens and 
Ira McCown of the State Ath- 
letic Commission and Samuel 
Swetnick of Eastern Parkway— 
recommended to Christenberry 
that Jackson be restrained from 
boxing for another month. 

Jackson, a lanky voungster 
whose unorthodox ring behavior 
includes double uppercuts, mak- 
ing faces at his opponent and 
deep knee bends between rounds, 
made post-fight history when he 
blamed his loss to Slade on his 
mother. 

Instead of spouting the old 
cliches such as he hit me with a 
sucker punch” and “he’s a great 
fighter but I'll deck him next 
time,” Jackson said: 

“L told my mother I was going 
to lose and I’m glad I did. She 
treats me like a baby and won't 
even let me have a girl friend.“ 

His mother accompanied him 
to the commission hearing yes- 
terday. He apologized both to her 
and the commission. for telling 
reporters that he had told his 
mother he was “going to lose“ 
the fight. Christenberry warned 
him against any such future 
“popping off.”

The Only Child

66 E not fair to a child to bring him up as an only 
child!” 

How many people make this comment! Most of 
them, in our experience, are either people with large fam- 
ilies of their own, or with no families at all. Less often is 
it made by the parents of an only child. Parents of only 
children may feel obscurely that they are depriving their 
child of the supposed advantages of growing up with broth- 
ers and sisters. But, actually, so many of them are so thor- 
oughly enjoying the many advantages of being the parents 
of an only child that these worries remain vague and do not 
lead to any practical action. 

We don’t believe anyone ever has, or perhaps ever will, 
be able to “prove” whether the advantages of being the 
only child outweigh or are outweighted by the disadvan- 
tages. 

x X * 

MANY* PEOPLE FEEL that if they're going to hav 
children at all and bring up a family, they might as well 
have several. And this certainly has many obvious advan- 
tages. We don’t need to discuss them. They are common 
knowledge. Even when the several children “fight constant- 
ly” or when some one child in a large family is of such an 
unhappy disposition that he “spoils things for all of us“ 
most parents are still basically glad to have a big family. 

It is.the parents of the only child who are more often 
beset by some doubts as to the wisdom of their course— 
who feel vaguely that their child is missing something or is 
being cheated. 

In our opinion, if the number of ehildren in your fam- 
ily is one and seems likely to remain one, it is very impor- 
tant that you recognize the many undeniable advantages of 
being an only child. Again, we don’t need to list these ad- 
vantages. You know them as well as we do. Just count 
them over to yourself and be assured that they can and 
often do outweigh the disadvantages.

IF YOU REALLY WANT to have more than one child, 
fine. But we question the wisdom of doing so simply on 
‘the ground that it is unfair to your first child to bring him 
up alone. 

We heard recently of parents who, not wanting to bring 
their son up as an only child, went to the lengths of adopt- 
ing three other beys to be company to him. Twenty years 
after, their son expressed the wish that he could have been 
an only child and not had to have those other boys around 
sharing the home, the possessions, his parents’ leve. And 
they had done it, they thought, for him! 


We can’t, of course, say what is the ideal number for a 


family—but we can say that, if that is the way it turns out 
for you, one is not a bad number,

FTER their exciting day and 
A evening in Gettysburg, Pa., 

looking at a farm, Gen. and 
Mrs, Eisenhower did not go back 
for a second look in the morn- 
ing. They had decided to buy. 
They drove back to New York 
and completed the sale through 
an attorney. 

They paid $24,000 for the 
land and buildings and $16,000 
for the machinery and livestock. 
The deed was registered in Mrs. 
Eisenhower’s name, the General 
maintaining that only the fam- 
ily’s financial “wizard” could 
manage her budget so as to 
create the home of her dreams 
—the home that had taken 34 
years to materialize. 

Relying on his wife’s judg- 
ment throughout the entire 
transaction, the General waited 
until several weeks after the 
farm’s transfer before first set- 
ting foot on the property. It 
was then November. Mrs. Eisen- 
hower was at the point of con- 
sulting an architect and the 
General was gathering informa- 
tion on dairy cattle. Happily 
they were looking forward to 
spring weekends in their home, 
when fate once more intervened. 

In December 1950, the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization— 
the free world’s response to the 
Russian menace—chose Gen. 
Eisenhower to be Supreme Com- 
mander of Allied Powers in Eu- 
rope. From heatiquarters to be 
located in a suburb of Paris, 
he would: range out over free 
Europe. It would be a long and 
difficult assignment, in many 
respects as taxing on mind and 
body as the war years. At least, 
this time, he would not be sep- 
arated from his wife. NATO 
was prepared to provide a spe- 
cious furnished house for Gen. 
and Mrs. Eisenhower, either in 
Paris of a suburb.

N more house — still not 

her own. Life seemed to be 

always one more strange 
house. The real wrench would 
be years of separation from 
John, Barbara and the children; 
there was precious little chance 
that an Army transfer would up- 
root her son and his family from 
Fort Benning for another Euro- 
pean assignment — unless his 
father went through chan- 
nels. But that was something 
he’d never do. John was on his 
own, and he was as insistent as 
the General on a “hands-off” 
policy. 

Sailing on a February mid- 
night in the liner Queen Eliza- 
beth, Gen. and Mrs. Eisenhower 
could barely move about in their 
suite for the piles of bon voyage 
gifts. It had been a big and noisy 
send-off, so far as friends and 
family were concerned, but 
SHAPE’s Supreme Commander 
was in a serious mood. 


Huddling over an electric 
heater in the splendor of her 
six-room suite at the Trianon 
Palace Hotel in Versailles, Mrs. 
Eisenhower reflected on north- 
ern Europe’s March and April 
wetness. She blamed her dis- 
comfort on being a “steam-heat- 


ed American; we can’t adjust to 


a room where the thermometer 


doesn't register up in the 70’s 
unless we wear ‘woolen under- 
things.“ 

Her selection of Chateau Vil- 
leneuve l’Etang in the small 
thirteenth-century village of 
Marnesse la Coquette, half way 
between Paris and Versailles, 
had not meant immediate occu- 
pancy of the picturesque two- 
storied country house that 
curved around a small artificial 
lake set in acres of quiet park. 
The French government, anxious 
to transform the old chateau, 
used as a residence by Napoleon 
III and occupied later by Louis 
Pasteur, had loosed 14 of the 
nation’s leading decorators on 
it, to bring the many-windowed, 
‘wide rooms up to date. 


* * * 

HE decorators had trouble 

coming to an agreement; one 

faction demanded modern 
Impressionism throughout the 
house, the other side insisted on 
traditional tapestry, brocade and 
gold. While the argument was 
raging Mrs. Eisenhower (who 
had very positive ideas of her 
own that were neither Impres- 
sionistic nor traditional) re- 
mained neutral. The 
compromised at last: the rooms 
would combine the traditional 
and the modern. 

Speaking through an interpre- 
ter, Mrs. Eisenhower explained 
tactfully that so long as her 
wishes were followed in her bed- 
room, the decorators could have 
carte blanche for the rest of the 
house. She requested green walls 
with a faint overtone of blue; 
gEladiolus-pink draperies; a slip- 
per chair covered with gold-hued 
fabric; and lighter pink hang- 
ings in the bathroom. So that 
there would be no mistaking the 
keynote colors, she produced a 
piece of plywood, postcard size, 
painted the shade of green to be 
matched; also she showed them 
several pink-and-gold swatches 
of drapery material. The color 
guide was battered and cracked 
from long use; it had been her 
“traveling companion” many 
years, brought out for compari- 
son whenever a new bedroom 
was to be decorated. 

Official and personal invita- 
tions bulked up her mail, but 
she and the General sent regrets 
to all but a handful. 

“We were not in France for 
social life,” she explained. “Ike 
couldn't possibly have worked 
so hard and gone out evenings.” 
Often they had SHAPE people 
in for dinner family style, and 
cards afterward, with an occa- 
sional formal affair for diplo- 
matic and military figures. 

Mrs. Eisenhower might not 
have been in France, so far as 
the French public was concerned. 
She did no shopping in Paris, 
attended no big functions such 
as an opera, or exhibition open- 
ings, nor was she an honor guest 
at luncheons or teas. But her 
days were anything but empty. 
There was always a stack of mail 
to be answered and household 
accounts required tallying, along 
with the run-of-the-mill work 
like menu planning and food or- 
dering. 

By early autumn of 1951 the 
growing “Eisenhower for Presi- 
dent” boom was reflected in 
stacks of letters from the United 
States that were delivered daily 
with Mrs. Eisenhower's break- 
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fast tray. Strangers as well as 
friends wrote, begging her to 
use her influence and persuade 
her husband to announce his 
availability as a presidential can- 
didate. 

“While Ike was making up his 
mind, he talked 3 lot about the 
sincere support of people who 
wanted him to be a candidate; 
but until he convinced himself 
it was the right thing to do, he 
never once so much as hinted 
he might run,” says Mrs. Eisen- 
hower. 


When his mind was made up, 
her husband sat in the night's 
quiet and told her he would seek 
the nomination because he saw 
that to withhold himself in a 
time of national crisis—and the 
next election would most cer- 
tainly be a critical turning point 
in American history—would be 
te fail in his duty to humanity. 

He spoke of the difficulties 
ahead. Political life was a pub- 
lic life, arduous and without 
privacy; sometimes it was. ex- 
asperating; always it was a re- 
lentless drive, night into day, 
day into night. It would be hard, 
very hard. 


The General told Mamie that 
he knew he was asking a lot in 
expecting her to put aside her 
lifelong disinclination to be seen 
and heard beyond the confines 
of their home. 


“I knew it would be hard to 
change from a home-body, but I 
was perfectly willing to alter my 
life,” Mrs. Eisenhower says. 

In March 1952, Gen. Eisen- 
hower won the New Hampshire 
primaries. His roster of conven- 
tion delegates grew steadily as 
party voters in other states fol- 
ae bg the example of New Hamp- 
shire. 


Mrs. Eisenhower began to note 
signs of restiveness in her hus- 
band. He ate mechanically, 
talked little and then with rapid 
intensity, and was without laugh- 
ter. Professional politicians at 
home were out to give the Gen- 
eral a lacing. They were calling 
him a “ghost candidate” who 
had no real interest in running 
for office. Furious over the false 
allegations gaining ground at 
home, the General's anger began 
building. This was his first taste 
of political insinuation, and he 
raged that any one doubted his 
given word.

E scrapped his original plan 

to remain aloof from pre- 

convention politics, and 
wrote the Secretary of Defense 
on April 11 that he wished to 
resign at once. He would return 
to the United States immediate- 
ly upon the arrival of his re- 
placement at SHAPE. Next day 
he announced these intentions 
to newsmen. That night he ate 
with relish, and spiced his din- 
ner conversation with his cus- 
tomary humor. 

So began the strenuous cam- 
paign for the Republican Presi- 
dential nomination. 

The climax of the campaign 
came when the Republican Na- 
tional Convention met in July 
1952, in Chicago. Then Mrs. 
Eisenhower had her baptism of 
fire as a public political figure 


the wife of a man who aspired to 


be President. 


On the convention’s opening 
day, a luncheon was given in 
the Blackstone Hotel for the 
women who attended. There was 
an atmosphere of outright dag- 
gerishness. 

The only candidate’s wife in 
the line-up of Congresswomen, 
Senators’ wives and national 
committeewomen was Mrs. Eisen- 
hower. In a black suit and white 
hat, with pearls at her throat, 
she looked incredibly young 
and carefree for a woman fac- 
ing her first political audience. 
And what an audience! 

Introduction of the distin- 
guished guests was timed for 
dessert and coffee. Mamie Eis- 
enhower was last to rise. She 
made a bobbing bow and was 
about to resume her chair when 
a voice rang out “Speech!” With 
a full-throated laugh that con- 
veyed her amusement at any

one’s thinking her capable of a 
speech, she leaned forward, 
turned a hand toward one of the 
Congresswomen, and nodded, as 
if to say, There's some one who 
knows her public speaking.” 

Both friends and foes of the 
Eisenhower candidacy — and 
plenty of foes were present—be- 
came curious about the happy, 
good-looking woman with the 
infectious laugh, and the capti- 
vating naturalness. One matron 
asserted, “I thought she’d be tall 
and dowdy and taken with her- 
self—most Generals’ wives are.” 

From Tuesday through Thurs- 
day, Mrs. Eisenhower stayed in 
a big, cool corner suite in the 
Blackstone Hotel. Her mother 
was with her constantly. She 
saw little of her husband. 

The uncertainty of the days 
of waiting sapped Mrs. Eisen- 
hower's vitality. 

John Eisenhower and his wife 
and children were staying with 
the younger Mrs. Eisenhower's 
family at nearby Fort Sheridan. 
John was in and out of the hotel, 
trying to raise his mother’s spir- 
its. The General’s five brothers 
were also in town, and Mamie’s 
sister “Mike.” 

Friday, July 11, was a day of 
giaring heat, but it was cool and 
dark in the bedroom where Mrs. 
Eisenhower lay, almost insen- 
sible with pain from a stabbing 
headache. The General, up early

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as usual, was in a philosophical 
frame of mind. Knowing that 
his wife's illness was the result 
of suspense and would only be 
aggravated by words, he consid- 
erately left her alone. 


At 11:30, whirs and duck- 
quackings from the next room 
announced the focusing of the 
television set on a channel car- 
rying the convention. Mrs. Eis- 
enhower backed herself with pil- 
lows and prepared to listen. 
Mrs. Doud spread a tally sheet 
and sat ready to tabulate the 
state-by-state voting. 


Beginning with Alabama; poll- 
ing of the delegations from 48 
states droned on. Two hours 
passed and still the Eisenhower 
count was nine votes short of 
victory.

In discussing the matter later, 
and not unnaturally disgruntled 
because they knew they were 
going to get a zero on the board, 
North and South exchanged 
criticisms. North said that he 
hadn’t know how South used the 
jump overcall—to show weak- 
ness or strength—hence it had 
seemed only prudent to let 
South alone at three hearts. 

South’s side of the argument 
was much more impressive. He 
said—and who can blame him? 
—that certain things were im- 
plicit from the mere fact that 
he had made his jump overcall 
when vulnerable.

Thoughts About Death

MERICANS don't like to 
A tax about death. They 


sider it gruesome, grim 
and morbid, and the person 
who thinks RAK. QR 
about death ae 
negative and | 
neurotic. We 
have built up 
a whole new 
vocabulary to 
by-pass and 
prettify the 
facts of death. 
It is like ty- 
ing a pink

* on. 

But the real Dean Starbird 
neurotic is the person who is 
too squeamish to think about 
death. Americans are becom- 
ing a nation of schizophrenics 
because they can’t bear real- 
ity; they turn away from truth. 
They beg to be told lies even 
when they still have enough 
sanity left to know that they 
are lies. The next step, and 
the final one, is the inability 
to distinguish between the 
truth and the lie. When one 
is taken in by his own lie, he 
is through. 

I like the sober honesty of 
my mother’s reply when I said 
once that there was nothing 
dreadful about death. “I have 
faith, too,” she said. I be- 
lieve in the life after death. 
But that does not change the 
fact that the process of disso- 
lution is unpleasant.”

WHEN I WAS YOUNG I 
used to wonder idly about the 
petition in the Ave Maria, 
“Pray for us now and in the 
hour of our death.” What was 
so special about the hour of 
our death? To my inexperi- 
enced mind death was a nat- 
ural and simple transition, 
just like walking from one 
room into the next. In one 
sense it still seems so; but in 
another sense I have come to 
understand the profound and 
true need for help in that 
hour. No facile optimism will 
avail for the dark crossing. 


I believe that it is a whole- 
some thing, not morbid, to 
pause from time to time to 
think about death, to acknowl- 
edge it, face it, and try to 
fathom it. Such complete ac- 
ceptance steadies one against 
shock when one hears his own 
sentence, or another's. For 
we are all under sentence of 
death: some are enjoying an 
“indefinite reprieve”: others 
know that the hour is late.

SUCH A FACING of death 
also gives one a true esti- 
mate of the significance of 
life. It is said that the disci- 
ples of Confucius asked him 
to speak about death. He re- 
fused on,the grounds that he 
did not as yet understand life. 
Life was like the great river; 
they lived on its banks, they 
used its waters, but they could 
not tell whence it came nor 
whither it went. So with life 
—impossible to understand its 
origin or its end. But life, 
like the river, could be used. 
The important thing was to 
use it well. 


Thus Confuscius turned the 
thoughts of his disciples to 
the right use of life. It was 
natural for him to refuse to 
contemplate the mystery of 
death, for the feligion he 
taught was geared to this 
world only. But Christian 
thought has always moved in 
two worlds: here, too, a medi- 
tation upon death brings one 
full circle back to life, to right 
living in this world, but also 
to the life eternal. Here too 
death is the great reminder to 
use life well. Work, for the 
night is coming.” 

That is why, in this elysian 
spring weather, I choose to 
write upon the most unpopular 
of subjects. Now when the 
world seems new-born, when 
the birds rejoice and the lit- 
tle lambs skip for joy, is the 
most appropriate time of all 
times to remember death. For 
birth and death are two sides 
of the same medal.

The only really important 
thing to discover is whether 
improper influence was used. 
To ask for something is not 
improper if the thing in itself 
is justified. Whatever you ask 
for, however, is improper if 
you couple it with a threat of 


something which may happen 


unless the people from whom 
you are making the request 
accede to your wishes, 
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IT DOES NOT SEEM to me 
that anything in this inquiry 
needed as much publicity as it 
is getting. In fact, I feel sure 
that if we never saw Senator 
McCarthy’s name again, the 
Communists would still be dis- 
covered by the proper authori- 
ties and life would be much 
more simple for those who 
really like to feel that our 
main attention is being de- 


voted to the really important 


issues of the day. 

Indochina looks to the un- 
initiated outsider like myself 
to be a very serious question 
and I am certainly more inter- 
ested in what we do there and 
in Geneva than I am in any- 
thing concerning our rambunc- 
tious Senator. I hope that 
since he has asked for and re- 
ceived the right to cross-ex- 
amine witnesses, however, that 
he will remember that in the 
future and give that same right 
to those he calls before him.
